Fruption of a Volcane rx the Island of Java. 
On the &th of October, last year, about 
2 o'clock in the afternoon, part of the Re- 
gency of Sumrdang was visited by a most 
terrible natural phenomenon. On that day, 
the mountain of Galoeng Geong, on the bor- 
ders of Sumadang and Limbaugan, which 
was known to be a Volrano, suddenly emit- 
tel a most devastating torrent of lava, 
whieh destroyed no fewer than eighty-eight 
kampongs,and in which 2000 persons per- 
ished. 


A singular mexlent occurred at Wilderhausen 
(Hanover) on the 3d of March. ht ts there cus- 
tomary to imter the dead at eght-fall or even later 
by torch ght. A short time since, at one of these 
nocturnal ceremomes fur the burial of a female, as 
son as the corpse was placed inthe grave, a 
owe was heard succeeded by mdistinct groanings. 
No doubt existed that the bedy was resuscitated, 
and strugghng in tsconfinement. The coffin was 
pened, but all present were convinced that the 
defunct was so m reality, and she was placed in 
the grave, when the same movement and the same 
sounds were again beard. Alarm extended to all 
present, who belseved thet animation had again 
visited the incareersted prisoner.

netrated im August iast mto the Morea, only 8 or 
9,000 remamed. All the others perished, partly 
ia the combats that had taken place and partly 
by famine * The Turkish «quadron had return- 
ed to Constantinopie after having another vesee! 
of 89 guns burst im sight of the Dardanclies, and 
having Inst more than 30 wesseis of war, which 
were driven on shore ma tempest. I cannot de- 
scribe the ardowr which prevads in the Archipela- 
Ko, for the admuration wath which the English 
have inspired the Greeks. Drama Ali, who com- 
manded at Cormth, has recently been poisoned.” 


SUCCESS OF THE PATRIOTS. 

By the arrival at thes port of the schr. Adonis, 
22 days from Carthagena, we learn that intorma- 
tion had been received at Samta Martha, of the cap- 
ture of 200 Royalists by the Patriot army under 
the command of General Montilloa—whose pros- 
pects were very promsmg. We also learn that 
there was Intle dowkt but Maracaibo would 
soon fall into the hands of the Patriots. Genc- 
ral M. is said to be extremely popular among h:s 
forces. 

The Captaim of the Providence, arrived at 
Charleston from Kingston (Jam ) states that a con- 
firmation of the above report had reached Kings 
ton before he sailed, and that foer hundre:d royal 
sts were made An embargo had been 
laid at Rio in the month of March, nm consequence 
of an attack being apprehended trom a force sent 
by Morales. 

TTURBIDE. 

Accounts received at Charieston from Yera 
Cruz to the Sth of April, give various reports as to 
the fate of the ex Emperor Iturbide after his ab- 
dieatwon Of the throme. One account says he has 
been porsoned ; another, that he died of a cholic on 
his route to Tulaacimg, and a third, that he had 
precipuately fled from the punishment which he 
expected would som overtake him. Private let- 
ters say, that permession had been granted him to 
depart from the country with his family. The 
hberating army of the Trumvirate « stated to 
have entered the city of Mexico without any dis- 
turbance. The commuswoners from old Spam had 
also received thew passports to Mexico.
